KANSAS CITY, July 23—Repre-

Emphasis was placed, in the dis- 
cussions and in the anticipated 
form of resolutions, on carrying 
out the work through existing 
federal agencies. This meant, in

Call on the Army Engineers, 
the Bureau of Reclamation and 
the Bureau of the Budget to 
start with the 1948-49 fiscal year 
in setting up a six-year to 10- 
year program. 

Indorsement of President Tru- 
man’s request last Wednesday 
for a $250,000,000 start on Mis- 
sissippi-Missouri watershed flood 
contre] work, with provision 
that it be done by existing fed- 
eral agencies. 

More Money, soil and water 
runoff control, through field and 
research work of the federal Soil 
Conservation Service. 

Completion of the national 
mapping project of the Geodetic 
Survey. 


Pick-Sloan Gathering. 

Setting a keynote for the gath- 
ering, which was drawn largely 
from Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska 
and Iowa, Lachlan Macleay of 
St. Lwuis, president of the Mis- 
‘sissippi Valley Association, made 
it clear that no compromise was 
being made in favor of the pro- 
posed Missour!t Valley Authority. 
It was essentially a gathering of 
Pick-Sloan supporters, 

“We want to make it crystal- 
clear,” skid Macleay, “that we do 
not propose to permit anything 
or any selfish group to interfere 
with the Pick-Sloan plan for the 
Missouri basin. There has been 
m deliberate effort, on the part of 
those who would sabotage the 
plan, to discredit and to ques- 
tion the ability the agencies 
responsible for it. The facts are 
that the Pick-Sloan plan is not 
only the best possible program for 
the Missouri basin—it is the only 
program that has been devised. 
There must be no change over 
from this plan, now or any time. 
The Missouri basin needs flood 
protection; not delay nor debate 
on the dubious merits of a re- 
gional authority.” 

Macleay, who opened the ses- 
sion, took the position that the

The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, in its report on the pla: 
for a St. Louis World’s Fair 
1953, neither indorses nor disap- 
proves the idea, 

It sets forth, in great detail, the 
possible designs for such an event 
and the benefits which the city 
might expect to receive from it. 
With equal care and candor, it 
outlines the serious risks that the 
project would involve, and the de- 
terrent considerations. 

The report is addressed to the 
St. Louis World’s Fair Committee 
for 1953, headed by Stratford Lee 
Morton. It is intended to aid the 
committee “in arriving at a firm 
decision either to proceed with or 
to abandon the idea that St. Louis 
should celebrate the 150th anni- 
versary of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase.” 

If St. Louis undertakes a fair, 
the report says, it should be a 
big-time, full-scale affair; a 
second-rate show would be neither

Satisfactory nor creditable. It 
should run for two seasons, May 
1 to Oct. 30, 1953 and 1954. 

A site of 400 acres, with irregu- 
lar boundaries, in eastern Forest 
Park, plus 120 acres south of 
Oakland avenue, the Arena, For- 
est Park Highlands and Walsh 
Stadium, is assumed to be the 
only feasible location. In addi- 
tion, it is suggested that the 82- 
acre Jefferson Memorial river- 
front park, and downtown Mem- 
orial and Aloe Plazas, might be 
integrated into the fair plan. 

Total cost of staging a Fair is 
estimated at $53,000,000, and the 
return from admissions, conces- 
sions and exhibit space rentals at 
$46,000,000, leaving an estimated 
deficit of $7,000,000. The latter, it 
states, “might be compensated for 
by the tangible and less tangible 
benefits.” 

One of these benefits, it sug- 
gests, would be the establishing 
of an annual St. Louis Fair, to 
which any permanent facilities re-

DONNELLY SINS

Strikes, Secondary Boy- 
cotts, Walkouts by Pub- 
lic Workers.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 23— 
The Madison bill, barring juris- 
dictional and sympathy strikes, 
secondary boycotts, and strikes 
against government in Missouri, 
was signed late yesterday by Gov. 
Donnelly. It will become effective 
Sept. 10. 

The measure provides also, for 
secret, state-supervised votes by 
union members on legal strike pro- 


posals, and for enforcement in the 
courts of contracts or working 
agreements between? employers 
and labor organizations. 


This is the second drastic strike 
regulatory act passed by the 1947 
Legislature and approved by Gov. 
Donnelly. 


The King-Thompson Act, 
hibiting strikes against essential 
public utilities and authorizing the 
state to take over and operate 
such utilities when threatened by 
work stoppages, was signed by 
Donnelly last May 19. Penalties 
for violations range up to fines of 
$10,000 a day. This act also be- 
comes operative on Sept. 10. 


Labor groups, including AFL 
and CIO organizations in Mis- 
souri, have announced they will 
attack validity of both acts in the 
courts as soon as the measures 
become effective. 

Gov. Donnelly, who urged such 
legislation in his recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature last Jan- 
uary, issued a statement in con- 
nection with approval of the 
Madison bill. He called upon “all 
our citizens faithfully to observe 
its provisions, in order that labor, 


management, Government and the. 
public may each be assured of a 


Square deal, no more and no less.” 
Donnelly said he had rejected 
requests for a hearing on the bill, 
because it had been given exhaus- 
tive consideration in both houses 
of the Legislature and all groups 
had been given full opportunity 
there to present their views.

BATAVIA, July 23 (UP)—Dutch 
forces claimed control of all of 
east Java today, and sent two 
columns driving toward the Indo- 


nesian capital of Jogjakarta. 

A Dutch communique - said 
Dutch troops, after beating back 
an Indonesian counterattack, cap- 
tured Salatiga, 35 miles north of 
Jogjakarta, and continued to ad- 
vance. Another Dutch force, the 
communique said, was approach- 
ing the capital from the north- 
east. 

The Dutch communique said all 
of east Java had fallen to the 
Dutch. It said Dutch troops were 
in numerous coastal towns in east 
Java, and Dutch units from the 
north and south were closing to- 
gether to pinch off the eastern 


itip of the island at its narrowest 


point. 

The southern arm of this pincer 
was composed of seaborne troops 
landed' at Bambang. 

Dutch fighter planes slashed the 
defenders with bombs, rockets and 
machine-gun bullets. Indonesians 
were reported trying to use demo- 
litions and guerrilla tactics to 
stop the Dutch, 

Indonesians had claimed earlier 
that they halted the Dutch at 
Salatiga. The Dutch force there 
was reported spearheaded by Bren 
gun carriers. 

Other Advances. 

The Dutch communique report- 
ed Netherlands troops also -were 
fanning out over western Java, 
advancing 50 miles from Batavia. 

On the island of Sumatra, the 
Dutch were reported to have 
pushed 60 miles inland from Pal- 
embang toward the rich oil fields 
which are partly American owned. 

The Indonesian radio reported 
Indonesian forces attacking Sama- 
rang,‘the base of the two Dutch 
columns headed toward Jogja- 
karta. This was regarded as a 
diversionary move, and was not 
expected to keep the Dutch from 
entering Jogjakarta in a week or 
less. 

Today’s Dutch communique said 
Indonesian resistance had been 
“sporadic.” Dutch casualties, it 
said, totaled 17 killed, 23 wounded 
and three missing. 

The communique said that as a 
result of Dutch pamphiets, the 
population had remained calm, 
and the people's minds were “at 
rest.” 

“Scorched Earth” Tactics. 

Both Dutch and Indonesian re- 
ports told of “scorched earth” 
practices by the retreating Indo- 
nesians. :

“We draw our conclusions from 
facts and not from slogans. I 
term the Soviet speech a regret- 
tably offensive production.” 

Col. W. R. Hodgson of Aus- 
tralia took the floor immediately 
to declare: 

“How glad I am that these 
meetings are now open to the 
press. Previously we have had 
to put up with calculated abuse 
and distortions of this particular 
representative of the Soviet Union 
for a long time.”

The proposed schedule would 
increase the price of the regular 
weekly pass from $1.25 to $1.50; 
the weekly express bus pass from 
$1.50 to $1.75; the weekly shopper- 
theater pass from 75 cents to $1, 
and the Sunday-holiday pass from 
25 cents to 30 cents. No change is 
proposed in the 10-cent cash fare 
or the price of tokens, four for 35 
cents, 

The commission has authority to 
deny or approve the _ schedule, 
grant it in part, .or suspend it for 
more complete investigation.

ASSERTS REDS INFLUENCE

WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP)—

An estimate is made of a paid 
attendance of 26,000,000 the first 
season and 13,000,000 the second 
season, for a St. Louis World's 
Fair. The Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position of 1904 ran for a single 
season and had 12,816,000 paid ad- 
missions. It was not open on Sun- 
days. In explaining the estimate 
of a much larger attendance in 
1953-54 than in 1904, the report 
says: 
“The Exposition of 1904 drew 
nearly 13,000,000 even without the 
advantage of Sundays. The popu- 
lation of the area within 50 miles 
of St. Louis was then not over 
1,000,000. In those days 50 miles 
was the maximum distance a visi- 
tor could travel to and from the 
Exposition in one day and avoid 
the necessity of remaining in the 
city overnight. 
“Under present conditions, this 
distance can justifiably be con- 
sidered to be at least 100 miles. 
There are over 5,000,000 people 
within 100 miles of St. Louis. The 
immediate population from which 
visitors can be drawn is, there- 
fore, about five times that in 1904. 

“It is doubtful if large numbers 
can be attracted from the east 
and west coasts or from abroad. 
However, all the area between the 
Appalachians in the East and the 
Rocky Mountains on the west can 
be consid@red to be a potential 
source of visitors.”

{AP)—Rampaging floodwaters in 
northern Missouri damaged major 
and supplementary highway sys- 
tems to the extent of nearly half 
a million dollars in June and July, 
the State Highway Department 
reported yesterday.

Repairs to such 
roads might easily total more than 
the state's preliminary total of 
$482,187 for state maintained high- 
wavs.

One bridge on Nodaway coun- 
ty's Route C will cost an esti- | 
mated $90,000 to replace. The two |

129, $80.000. 

There were 234 sections on the 
highway systems, in 59 counties, 
which must be repaired. Lesser 
highways also will need repairs, 
the Department report said, be- 
cause heavy traffic was detoured 
over them when major routes were 
blocked by floods.

WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP)— 
Denied specific peacetime author- 


tioners, radior, phonographs, sew- 
ing machines and vacuum clean- 
ers. A 20 per cent down payment, 
with installments limited to 15 
months, is required for furniture 
and rugs. 


The bill approved by the Senate 
would extend the controls to Dec. 
31, with no more than 20 per cent 
required on down payments and 
installments io run two years. 


In a formal report, a majority of ji 


the House Banking Committee said 
of the installment buying restric- 
tion: 

“It gives to the man of finan- 
cial means, in effect, priority of 
rights to buy whatever he wants 
and whenever he is willing to pay 
the price.” 

Taking the opposite tack dur- 
ing House debate, Representative 
Crawford (Rep.), Michigan, as- 
serted that “this bill will help the 
‘big koys’ and the finance com- 
panies, but will hurt the little 
business man.”

automobiles, refrigerators and ra- 
dios. 

The President had recommended 
that the controls—imposed by war- 
time executive order—be contin- 
ued for a while with the approval! 
of Congress as a curb against in- 
flation. 

The House instead approved a 


bill late yesterday to end such 
controls immediately. The voice 
vote action rejected a Senate-ap- 
proved measure to continue modi- 
fied credit restraints to Dec. 31. 
Neither bill appeared likely to get 
any furth r. 
“Now Up to President.” 

Chairman Wolcott (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, of the House Banking Com- 
mittee told reporters after the 
House vote: 

“It is now up to the Preside: t 
to get rid of the credit controls, 
as he said he would do if he did 
not get specific authority from 
Congress. It is certain the House 
will not authorize such regula- 
tions. The Senate bill is dead.” 

Known as the Federal Reserve 
Board’s “regulation W,” the credit 
curbs were imposed early in the 


war under the trading with the, 


enemy act. Because that World 
War I statute carries no specific 
time limit, Truman could, if he 
chose, keep the restraints in force 
so long as the House bill did not 
become law. 

On June 5, however, Truman 
wrote Marriner 8S. Eccles, Federal 
Reserve Board chairman: 

“If the Congress does not see 
fit to provide the necessary legis- 
lative authority, it is my intention 
to vacate the executive order be- 
cause I do not believe that such 
regulation should rest indefinitely 
in peacetime on emergency or war 
powers, after the Congress has 
had ample opportunity to consider 
the subject.”

To Join International F ederation 


MOSCOW, July 23 (UP)—Hopes for Russian participation in the 


1948 Olympic Games brightened considerably 


today with the an- 


nouncement that the U.S.S.R, soon may join the International Ama- 


teur Athletic Federation. 
president of the 
federation, which Russia must 
join to qualify for olympic com- 
petition, said yesterday that there 
“appeared to be no insurmount- 
able barriers” separating Soviet 
sports leaders and the IAAF. 

The British official, who also is 
chairman of the Olympic organiz- 
ing committee, was empowered by 
the emergency IAAF congress 
which met in London last month 
to approve Russia’s application, 
but he indicated that formal ap- 
proval probably would await an 
exchange of letters after his re 
turn to England this week. 

Burghley said he believed that 
“the two or three minor problems” 
which remained to be cleared up 
when he arrived Sunday had been 
settled to the satisfaction of the 
Russians and the IAAF. 

He did not reveal the “minor 
problems” which were solved but 
it was understood that the princi- 
pal issue was the clarification of 
amateur rules. Russia agreed last 
week to comply with the federa- 
tion’s amateur code by eliminating 
cash awards to athletes.

Previously, athletes who broke 
world records were eligible to re- 
ceive awards of from 5000 to 20,000 
rubles and breakers of Soviet rec- 
ords were eligible for 5000 to 15,000 
rubles. 

Russia now is enjoying the 
greatest sports activity in its his- 
tory. More than 150 national ree- 
ords were set last summer and the 
number is expected to be almost 
doubled this year. 

Soviet athletes are good in many 
branches of sport. They particu- 
larly excel at soccer football and 
track, especially the middle dis- 
tances, and Soviet women are good 
sprinters and distance runners. 

Both basketball and bicycling 
are coming along fast. Consider- 
able work is being done at pres- 
ent in boxing, wrestling, pole 
vaulting and jumping. There also 
is heavy activity in swimming and 
weight lifting.

There is no earthly reason for 
the Administration’s air of aim- 
lessness and uncertainty about the 
special session. President Tru- 
man, Secretary of State Marshall 
and the Congressional leaders 
have in fact already mapped out 
a perfectly sound tentative strat- 
egy of action. 

» 4 brief, there will be no special 
gession unless Europe begins to 
come apart at the seams, and the 
quickest American aid is therefore 
imperative. However, during the 
recess, all preparations will be 
made for the promptest possible 
Congressional action on the Mar- 
shall plan, immediately following 
the opening of the regular session 
eon Jan. 1. 

State Department Study. 

The State Department’s plan- 
ming section is now completing 
its studies of the political aspects 
of the problem. The President’s 
committee of 19, under the chair- 
manship of Secretary of Com- 
merce Harriman, is now tackling 
the economic aspects. Secretary 
Harriman expects to be ready by 
Oct. 1 with the American balance 
sheet, showing this country’s abili- 
ty to pay the bill for a broad 
scheme of world reconstruction. 

By then, it is hoped, the partic- 
ipating European nations under 
British and French leadership 
also will have had finished their 
blueprint for a co-operative effort 
to restore European productivity 
and prosperity. 

Thus by Oct. 1 all the data 
needed for action at long last will 
be available. At that time or 
shortly thereafter, there is good 
reason to expect that Senator 
Vandenberg, «of Michigan, and 
Representative Eaton, of New 
. Jersey, will call into session the 
Foreign Relations Committee of 
‘the Senate and the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee of the House. 

In view of the enormous im- 
portance of the Marshall plan to 
this country and the world, it is 
neither feasible nor desirable for 
the Congress to pass ‘on it without 
the most careful study. If the 
presently mapped tentative strat- 
egy is followed, this study will be 
completed by the two committees 
at hearings held in October and 
November. 

Long Debate Likely. 

Tf this is done, in turn, the com- 
mittees will then be ready to re- 
port out an amended, completed 
bill as soon as Congress meets, 
and the debate can begin in- 
stantly. 

Since the debate is likely to be 
extremely prolonged, there is 
zome thought of taking the edge 
eff the Congressional itch for 


self-expression at a short special 
session in December. In any case, 
the hope is that this device of 
holding committee hearings in the 
absence of Congress will make it 
possible to bring the Marshall 
plan to final vote before Feb. 1. 
Thus the tourniquet should be 
available to staunch the terrible 
wounds of Europe before the grim 
winter has brought disaster. 

The final decision as to whether 
to adppt this novel expedient has 
not yet been taken. Its obvious 
good sense seems likely, however, 
to commend it to all concerned. 
For President Truman, it exor- 
cises the nightmare which has 
been visibly haunting him. He will 
not have to cope with a special 
session of a hostile Congress with 
only one piece of business before 
it—a situation bound to prove the 
truth of the old rule that “satan 
finds work for idle hands to do.” 

For the members of Congress, it 
removes the need to curtail their 
vacations and to interrupt the 
vital labor of mending fences back 
home. And for the country and 
for Europe, it assures action to 
avert the dangers now menacing 
us at a date very nearly as early 
as could be, achieved by a’ special 
session. 

Congress Action Uncertain. 

What the verdict of Congress 
will be, no one of course can now 
predict with certainty. Three 
points, however, deserve to be 
noted. 

First, Secretary Marshall's tri- 
umphant success in bringing order 
out of the State Department’s 
antique disarray has already be- 
gun to Make the inevitable favor- 
able impression on Congress. 

Second, Secretary Marshall] has 
personally restored, to the satis- 
faction of all concerned, the ma- 
chinery of bi-partisan foreign pol- 
icy to its former good working 
order. Not satisfied with this, he 
also is reported to be devising a 
new and quite revolutionary pro- 
gram of State Department Con- 
gressional liaison, which will keep 
Congress continuously in touch 
with the world picture. And, in 
addition, plans are being made for 
high officials to educate the coun- 
try during the summer. 

Third, and most important, 
while it may be difficult now to 
imagine the present Congress ap- 
proving a bill embodying anything 
like the Marshall plan; a good rule 
in judging trends in the United 
States is that the country always 
saves itself in the end. 

And in this case the national 
safety, and perhaps the national 
survival, are as clearly at stake 
as in any of the great crises of 
our history. m

ON CLOUD CREDITED 


ARMY SEEKS BOMB 
FOR ITS JET PLANES 


WITH BRINGING RAIN 


Heavy Downpour Reported 
as Result of Experiment 
in Arizona. 


FROM GERMAN TEST 


Penetration Missiles’ High 
Speed Expected to Suggest 
New Design. 


PHOENIX, Ariz., July 23 (AP)— 
Dry ice dropped from an airliner | 
on a cloud over Roosevelt dam 
precipitated a heavy rain, the Ari- 
- zona Republic said in a copyright | 
story yesterday. 

The story said “thousands of 
tons of water” were estimated to 
have been precipitated onto the 
mountains behind Lake Roosevelt. 

“It was the first attempt to 
utilize in the arid desert a tech- 
nique for precipitating moisture 
out of clouds developed only last 
winter by Vincent J. Shaefer, out- 
standing scientist of the General 
Electric» Co., the Republic said. 
“Shaefer’s experiments concerned 
snow. Monday for the first time 
the process was used to make rain 
on a large scale in the Southwest.” 
_ In the plane, chartered for the 
purpose by the Republic, were | 
Amos Hoff, instructor in physics) 
and meteorology at Phoenix Ju-' 
nior College, and Dr. Robert J.. 
Hannelly, dean of the college. 

Harvey L. Mott, managing edi- 
tor of the Republic, wrote that 500 
pounds of ice in pellet form was 
dropped in batches of°100 pounds 
each. The first batch was dropped 
on a cloud about 20 miles long 
and from this cloud rain fell for 
longer than 25 minutes. The entire 
cloud was precipitated, Mott 
wrote. 

He quoted Dr. Hannelly as say- 
ing that the experiment needs 
“more trials and more strategical- 
ly placed observers in other planes 
and on the ground.” 

The story concluded that the 
results of the experiment “sug- 
gest that there is available to 
Arizona, its water users and its 
power companies, a method of in- 
suring that all available moisture 
is channeled into the reservoirs 
where it will be of most sara ttc 
benefit.”

Survey Begun 
On’ Resources 
For Foreign Aid 


19-Man Committee 
Named by Truman 
Expected to Report 
in 2 Months. 


WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP). 
19-MAN civilian committee to- 
day began a survey of how far 
the United States can go in 
helping the rest of the world get 
back on its economic feet. 

Named by President Truman to 
check up on the American re- 
sources available for export-—food, 
machines, goods and raw mate- 
rials—one of the group's first 
scheduled steps was a meeting 
with Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall, 

The committee, under the chair- 
manship of Secretary of Com- 
merce W. Averell Harriman, 
planned a two-day session to 
launch its studies for a report to 
the White House, 

That report, expected in about 
two months, will provide the 
framework for Truman’s recom- 
mendations,.to Congress on what 
this country should provide under 
Marshall’s general proposal to help 
those countries which help them- 
selves. 

It is also expected to set a ceil- 
ing on how far the United States 
can go toward meeting the state- 
ments of need now being drafted 
by 16 western European nations 
under the Marshall plan, plus re- 
quests from other countries. 

The House of Representatives 
created a 19-member special com- 
mittee yesterday to make a global 
survey of United States foreign 
policy as a preliminary to deter- 
mining how American dollars can 
best be spent to speed world 
stability. 

A few minutes later, the House 
passed another resolution empow- 
ering Foreign Affairs Committee 
to make an independent study of 
its own on the world situation. 

Today the House accepted by 
voice vote an invitation to send 
four representatives and four sen- 
ators to a British Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association conference 
opening at Nassau in the Bahamas 
Dec. 28. The House also voted 
$10,000 to pay expenses of the 
lawmakers on the trip. 

Meanwhile, members of _ the 
House Armed Services Committee 
made preparations for a trip to 
Europe to inspect army o2ccupa- 
tion and military installations, 

Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, arose to protest about 
members of Congress “running 
about all over the globe to find 
out what other people are think- 
ing about us.’

‘We hear and read much these days 
about the “gouging landlords” and the 
“careless tenants.” Let me say, “I agree 
with all of them.” 

In the past few years I have been 
renter, home-owner and landlord. Here 
are my experiences: 

When I rented I had to decorate the 
apartment myself. The heat was fur- 
nished, but it was never there when we 
wanted it. I felt the rent was too high 
for the conveniences, but endured these 
inconveniences’ until I could build my 
own home. 

There was labor trouble on the con- 
tracted job and the home was under 
construction for 114% months. At times 
I didn't think it would ever be com- 
pleted. 

At long last, when it was completed, 
it wasn't up to specifications, but as it 
passed FHA inspection I had to accept 
it. 

Now, with increased taxes, increased 
expense of upkeep and insurance, it 
doesn't seem as if it is really such a 
good bargain financially at that. 

To convenience a GI's family, I pur- 
chased a home, remodeled it and rented 
it to them as cheaply as possible. There 
were numerous uncalled-for repairs, A 
screen door had to be replaced because 
the children used it for a ladder. A light 
switch was burned out and a new lock 
had to be put on the door. These jobs 
took time, energy and money. 

The insurance, taxes and upkeep were 
high and, due to other incomes, I had 
to pay a large per cent of the actual 
rent in additional income tax. It wasn't 
a very good financial investment. 

So you see, there are two sides to 
every story and then there's the truth.

Behind Truman’s Figures 


The President’s midyear economic report 
sounded good—more than 60,000,000 jobs, a 
national income of more than $225,000,000,000 a 
year, farm income at the highest level on record. 

These things sound good and they are good. 
But several million housewives and their bread- 
winner husbands are wondering why, in view of 
this astounding prosperity, their standard of liv- 
ing is lower than it was in the modest days of 
the late 30s and even during the war. 

If there are more people working than ever 
before and they are producing more wealth than 
ever before, why isn’t the living standard at 
least as high as it was before we were smitten 
by this overwhelming wave of prosperity? 

In the first place, the $225,000,000,000 of na- 
tional income is based on inflated values. It is 
equal in. purchasing power to about $141,000,- 
000,000 in 1939. 

That is figured at a 60 per cent increase in the 
cost of living, yet many articles, and especially 
many of the indispensables of food and cloth- 
ing, are up much more than that. 

+ ~ + 

But with more people working, why aren't the 
goods being produced to give everybody a high- 
er standard of living? Part of the answer lies 
in the fact that we are shipping six billion dol- 
lars a year more of goods abroad than we are 
receiving from foreign countries. Yet the drain 
of goods abroad is a far lower tax on the national 
income than the billions of goods which went 
into planes, tanks, ships and shells during the 
war. 

The real explanation seems to lie in the fact 
that although more people have jobs, many of 
the jobs are non-productive. And those in pro- 
ductive jobs are not producing, on the average, 


‘as much as they produced before. 


The figure of 60,000,000 jobs is itself deceiv- 
ing. There are, as the President says, 60,000,000 
people employed today, but the number in pro- 
ductive jobs is less now by 1,400,000 than it was 
inthe spring of 1940, if the increase in the popu- 
lation is considered. 

In March, 1940, the Bureau of the Census re- 
ported the total labor force in the United States 
as 53,300,000. Let us see how that compares with 
60,000,000 today. 

. ~ * 

J. C. Capt, Director of the Bureau of the 
Census, says that the continental United States 
now has 142,000,000 people, compared with 131,- 
000,000 in 1940. The increase in population alone 
would demand a labor force increase of 4,500,000 
above 1940. 

In 1940 the federal payroll showed barely a 
million employes. Today it shows more than 
2,000,000. That is another million persons less 
producing goods than were producing them in 
1940. 

The armed services now have 1,000,000 more 
personnel than they had in 1940. This is, if any- 
thing, too small a force for the times, but still— 
subtract another 1,000,000 from the productively 
employed total of the country. 

Beneficiaries of the veterans’ program, in col- 
lege or in apprentice training, total 1,600,000. No 
one would deny them the right to make up, as 
nearly as possible, the time spent in the Army 
and Navy, but again they can be subtracted from 
the work force. 

These adjustments, which have to be made if 
labor force statistics are to be real, total 8,100,- 
000. Subtract them from 60,000,000 and it gives 
51,900,000, or 1,400,000 fewer persons in non- 
governmental employ than in 1940. 

- * + 

Worker efficiency is another of the keys to 
the whole puzzle. In the President’s report was 
a demand for an end to “make-work operations, 
feather-bedding and soldiering on the job.” 

A President thoroughly sympathetic to labor 
did not insert those stinging phrases without 
some justification. The National Industrial Con- 
ference Board estimates that the efficiency of la- 
bor is down 30 per cent as compared with 1929- 
30. 

In the building industry it has been allowed 
to fall to where it is a severe drawback to the 
construction of new homes, 

Life magazine figured that wage costs in house 
construction are from 27 to 60 per cent higher 


‘than before the war, according to the communi- 


ty surveyed. A shingler now lays 18 bundles 
of shingles a day, against 24 before the war. Car- 
penters who once hung 10 doors a day now hang 
six. A chimney requires half as much time 
again to erect as before the war. 

Speaking on wages and industrial produc- 
tivity the President said: 


Labor, for its part, must root out a belief 
long held by some that the volume of work 
available is strictly limited, and that if they 
do it rapidly they will soon be out of a 
job because the work is finished. . .. Pro- 
a and more production is our great 
need. 


It is particularly our great need in view of 
the fact that our effective work force is lower 
now than it was in 1940. 
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Well, it just missed 10 days being a cold day 
in August. 
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Dr. Bredeck’s Advice 


Health is nothing to gamble with, but St. Louis 
is doing just that. Health Commissioner Bredeck 
wisely advises that the city will have to raise 
the pay of its nurses and doctors to meet mini- 
mum health standards. But other officials re- 
spond that all city employes are underpaid, too. 

Maybe that is true. But a reduction in medi- 
cal care enforced by a shortage of trained work- 
ers is not just like a shortage of other public 
employes. Nurses and physicians are harder to 
acquire, to keep and to replace when they leave 
city employment. And health once gambled 
with and lost is not easily repaired some time 
later, like a neglected street or sewer. 

Medical employes are especially hard to find 
anywhere, but look what St. Louis offers them: 
$180 to $235 a month for nurses and $322 to 
$425 for doctors. As professional salaries nowa- 
days, these are far from attractive. 

The result, Dr. Bredeck says, is that the city 
needs 40 more nurses and nine more doctors at 
the least. The shortage is especially acute in 
the visiting nurse service, which has 48 nurses, 
is authorized to have 88 and would better have 
twice that many, according to the American 
Public Health Service. The venereal disease

control program needs six nurses and a director, 
although a physician has not been found for the 
post with its modest pay. 

The child hygiene service needs four physi- 
cians, the parochial school service needs five 
doctors and 11 nurses, and Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
head of the communicable disease section, says 
that because of the nurse shortage, “St. Louis’ 
death rate from tuberculosis is higher than in 
eight other large cities.” 

. That is how lack of proper medical care shat- 
ters lives. Even if City Hall has to stretch its 
budget deficit another yard or cut it somewhere 
else, it should increase pay in the Health De- 
partment. 
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The Disunited Nations 

Does the trouble in Indonesia interest the 
United Nations? Here is a shooting engagement 
that not only is serious in itself, but one that 
may have repercussions all over Asia, It is a 
imperialism of the 
eighteenth century variety. Yet no word or no 
action comes from Lake Success, where the Se- 
curity Council is sitting. 

It was exactly to take action when such dan- 
gerous situations arose that the United Nations 
was created. The worth of the organization de- 
pends upon its ability to speak with the voice of 
authority, to mobilize world opinion and to 
stamp out threats to world peace. 

Unfortunately, the United Nations has become 
the Disunited Nations. A few weeks ago, Sir 
Alexander Cadogan, British delegate to the Se- 
curity Council, said that if the Security Counci: 
could. not settle the Greek border dispute, the 
delegates might as well pack up and go home. 
In the interim, the Council has sparred around 
the Greek trouble, but nothing has happened. 

The fact is that the Russians are using the Se- 
curity Council, to foment rather than to settle 
world problems. The people may as well face 


the truth, which is that the United Nations ex- : 


ists in name only, so long as the world is divided 
into two hostile camps. The proceedings at Lake 
Success do not even add up to a good debate; 
they add up rather to a constant wrangle. 

The Security Council is not going to settle the 
Greek border problem because the two leading 
nations in the world have opposite aims in 
Greece. Nor is the Security Council going to 
take any decisive action with regard to Indone- 
sia. Lake Success ought to be renamed Lake 
Failure.

The Price of Steel 

In an article reprinted under the cartoon, an 
argument is made for an increase in the price 
of steel, which is opposed by President Truman. 

Mr. Ruttenberg argues persuasively. His point 
that more capacity is required seems hardly open 
to dispute. Steel—plenty of it—is the first es- 
sential of prosperity. 

The only questfon is whether the steel cor- 
porations require a higher price to enable them 
to expand. The May monthly letter of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York shows that, in the 
first quarter of 1947, the iron and steel. indus- 
try earned at the rate of 18.1 per cent of its 
net worth. This was net earnings after depre- 
ciation, interest, taxes, miscellaneous charges and 
reserves, It was nearly nine times the rate for 
the first quarter of 1946. 

The recent increase in=the wagés of coal min-

Something Simple, Please! 

If there is anything that seems possessed of 
natural unity, it is rubbish. The one object of 
the housewife or householder is to get rid of it, 
with the least handling and the greatest ease 
possible. 

Yet Arthur C. Meyers, Director of Streets and 
Sewers, proposes a system requiring that rub- 
bish be sorted and classified into three divisions 
before the city would deign to pick it up. Mr. 
Meyers proposes that there be three rubbish cans 
—one for garbage, one for combustible trash and 
one for non-combustible trash. 

At present two cans are required, and that is 
enough. If Junior throws the weeds from the 
petunia bed into the garbage can, the garbage 
collector won't touch it. And if Mama or Papa 
goes out and re-sorts the garbage, the garbage 
collector still is in a huff and may not stop until 
someone calls City Hall and demands action. 

Under Mr. Meyers’ plan, trash collection 
might be a little cheaper for the city, but it 
would be a nightmare for the people the sys- 
tem is supposed to serve.

“Steel’s Too Cheap” 


Steel man criticizes “spokesmen 


for his industry who cling to 


present production capacity; points to critical domestic and world 


shortages of metal; proposes cent-a-pound rise in steel price to stim’ 


ulate output; believes this would aid against inflation in long run. 


Harold J. Ruttenberg, Vice President, Portsmouth Steel Corp. 
and Former CIO United Steelworkers’ Official, in Life 


Steel is too cheap and therefore the 
United States and the world are starving 
for lack of it. 


Steel is truly a precious metal, yet it is 
the lowest priced indispensable commodity 
in the United States today. You can buy 
it in raw form (ingots) for less than 2 
cents a pound, and in finished form 
(sheets) for less than 4 cents a pound. 
Zine in raw form costs five times as much 
as steel, lead and aluminum seven times as 
much, and copper 10 times as much. 

The editors of Life say, “The price of 
steel should be cut,” yet they advocate that 
the United States should assume world 
leadership. The two do not go together. 
The United States needs much more steel 
than it has in 1947 to assume world leader- 
ship and succeed in it. 


I say that the price of steel should be 
raised a cent a pound. This is the stimulus 
that is needed to raise the United States’ 
effective ingot capacity to 100,000,000 tons 
a year—the minimum needed in the next 
decade to keep the United States prosper- 


ous and to rebuild the war-devastated world. — 


Those Previous Forecasts 


Some spokesmen for the steel industry 
assert that by the end of 1947, if not soon- 
er, steel demand and supply will be in bal- 
ance; in fact, for many producers orders 
will be short, Are they right? I say, “No!” 

Remember. the previous forecasts of 
these “spokesmen for the steel industry.” 
In 1940 and 1941 they asserted that the in- 
dustry’s ingot capacity—81,600,000 net tons 
—was adequate to meet war needs. Their 
error was emphasized by the feverish rush 
with which 13,900,000 tons of new ingot ca- 
pacity had to be installed while the war 


was being prosecuted, 


In 1944 they asserted that the war-ex- 
panded industry’s ingot capacity of 95 
500,000 tons was more than necessary to 
meet postwar needs, With these assertions 
as guides many lgrge and many new and 
small steel consumers got under way with 
expansion of old lines and new products— 
only to be halted by the shortage of steel. 


It is this shortage that is fanning the 
flames of inflation; a cent more for steel 
is peanuts (inflation-wise) alongside this do- 
mestic and export shortage. It is this ex- 
tra cent that I believe will make steel 
profitable enough to stimulate the needed 
expansion of at least 10,000,000 annual 
tons of steel-ingot capacity. 


Needed: 10,000,000 Tons 


The industry’s present practical capacity 
of 91,000,000 net tons of steel ingots is in- 
adequate. What the United States needs— 
what the world in which the United States 
has become the largest industrial nation 
needs—is a steel industry that can produce 
100,000,000 ingot tons of steel a year. And 
the need is now, not 1950 or 1955. 


Look at the world. In 1940 the world 
produced and consumed 156,000,000 ingot 
tons of steel. Sixty-seven million tons came 
from the United States, 89,000,000 from the 
rest of the world. Today steel output In 
other countries is at least 30,000,000 tons 
below 1940 output. 

With the population growth and war- 
created steel requirements since 1940, the 
world needs in 1947 at least as much steel 


as in 1940. There is only one country that 
could supply this deficiency and that is the 
United States, and it can not do so under 
present conditions, 

Look next at United States steel needs. 
The motor car, the freight car and the pipe- 
line—all three are supplied with steel by 
the same mills. As the pressure for rail- 
road equipment grows, steel is withdrawn 
from autos. The auto sheets go to freight- 
car plates. And as the pressure grows for 
gas and oil lines, car plates will go to pipe 
lines. It is a terrible circle and it is caused 
by an under-capacity steel industry. 


“Expansion Is ‘Too Risky” 


There are two ways to get this increased 
capacity of around 9,000,000 tons a year. 
One is to get it the way we got a majority 
of the wartime steel expansion—have the 
Federal Government do it. 


The other and better way is to take free 
enterprise off the speaker’s rostrum and 
put it to work. This will make steel profit- 
able enough to make the expansion of pres- 
ent ingot capacity a good risk. 


At less than 4 cents a pound, steel ex- 
pansion is too risky. Make steel a 5-cent 
commodity (a good cigar or even a bad one 
cannot be had for a nickel today) and the 
increased profit potential will stimulate the 
building of new steelmaking facilities, 


Now for the inflation fear. It is a legiti- 
mate fear but, I think, an unwarranted 
one. Take a washing-machine manufac- 
turer. .He is making an automatic washer 
that retails around $300 but if he had more 
steel he could increase his volume and re- 
tail the machine for less. 


How about the fear of making steel profits 
too high? Over the long pull the steel 
industry has been a notoriously poor money- 
maker, and when it has a good profit year 
the public gags. 

To make America great as a world power, 
a steel industry that makes good profits is 
essential. Today there is a big and power- 
ful steelworkers’ union to prevent the steel 
profits from reaching the high levels of 
Andy Carnegie's days. 

The important thing is to make the 
United States strong enough industrially to 
maintain her leadership in the modern in- 
dustrial world.

Stefanie Jameson, daughter of the broken 
marriage between a homesick German 
mother and an American father who never 
progressed beyond a state of adolescent 
self-preoccupation, approaches her own in- 
troverted maturity burdened with a sense 
of insecurity, a self-admitted Electra com- 
plex, the early memory of a repellent in- 
troduction to sex, and as«guilt complex 
traceable to the crimes of Nazi Germany 
The publishers modestly describe her as 
“a girl too sensitive... to face the essen- 
tial trute. sss 

During the bewildered process of matur- 
ing, Stefanie politely and briefly submits 
to the amorous attentions. of Lawford, a 
psuedo-Bohemian, substitutes a platonic at- 
tachment to MacGregor, a cynical news- 
paper man, for her fapher fixation. and 
achieves final happiness with Christian 
Thiel, a blond German refugee who teach- . 
es philosophy at a Midwestern college and 
has a wife in a Swiss sanatorium. 


Miss Marsh displays, at times, a sharp 
insight and familiarity with subjective 
moods, and her writing defhonstrates a 
disciplined control of the mechanics of ex- 
pression. Her competence at characteriza- 
tion is less mature, and the development 
of her novel is frequently marred by pas- 
sages having a flat synoptic or incomplete 
quality.

Dr. Heinsheimer’s most serious thoughts 
are devoted to the rise of Nazism and the 
future of music in America. Speaking of 
the Nazis, he contends that the people of 
Germany should have seen signs of the 
approaching storm in the booing and 
banning of new operas, for liberty is indi- 
visible. But the storm came, and in conse- 
quence, Heinsheimer believes, America is 
destined to be the new music center of the 
world.

until January. 

He offered the motion in protest 
against action of a conference 
committee in deleting his proposal | 
to earmark 25 per cent of the 
foundation’s funds for state-sup- 
ported institutions. 

Senators Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, ob- 
jected that if his proposal carried 
there probably would be no legis- 
lation on the subject by the pres- 
ent Congress. 

The bill proposes establishment 
of a 24-member foundation of sci- 
entists to guide a program of re- 
search with the aid of scholarships 
and grants to institutions. 

Morse charged that under the: 
bill as approved a few large insti- 
tutions would obtain most of the 
benefits and smaller colleges, state 
and land grant institutions, would 
not get a fair share. 

Smith, a former Princeton Uni- 
versity professor, said that the 
conferees had included a request 
to the President that when he ap- 
points the 24 members he give 
“due consideration” to recommen- 
dations by the National Academy 
of Sciences, Association of Land 
Grant Colleges, the National As- 
sociate of State Universities and 
the Association of American Col- 
leges. 

Morse _ replied that this was 
“purely empty language” which 
gave the smaller institutions no 
guarantee that they would re- 
ceive any recognition in research 
grants. 

The 24 members of the founda- 
tion will require Senate confirma- 
tion, but they will set up their 
own internal organization. They 
will name a nine-man executive 
committee which in turn will 
choose a director. He will not re- 
quire confirmation, 

As originally passed by the Sen- 
ate the measure provided for ap- 
pointment of the director by the 
President, but the Senate accepted 
the House change in that pro- 
vision,

AS MUCH AS I like money, I am not going to 
risk five or six years of making big mail sacks 
out of little ones, and eating cakes with files in 
them, for the $100 or $200 due me.

Devotes Life to Teaching Kids to Swim 


Luther Rowlett of Jacks Fork Says Anyone Who Does This Is a Lifesaver

EMINENCE, Mo., July 23 


VERYWHERE that Lifesaver 
Ek. Rowlett goes, the kids shout, 

“Hi, Luther,” and follow at his 
heels, for Rowlett is the pied piper 
of Jacks Fork, with his head full 
of river lore and a heart full of 
love for the children who call him 
Luther and follow him about, 
When he goes to the movie or to 
church, they whisper to each other, 
“There's Luther,” and change their 
seats to sit with him. When he 
walks down the street they cluster 
about him and hang on to his 
hands, and if it is near dinner 
time one of them is likely to take 
him home, knowing Mom won't 
care, to listen to the tales he tells 
when the table is spread. 

Now iti:is summer time and 
swimming time on the Fork and 
there is a special] reason for the 
children to follow the man, for 
he will be headed for the gravel 
pits above the bridge where he 
teaches them to swim and dive. 


A lifesaver, Luther Rowlett calls 
himself, for anyone who teaches 
a child to swim, he says, is a life- 
saver. Looking at it that way, 
he figures he has saved the lives 
of many children and he is happy 
to count them, naming them one 
by one, for he remembers them 
all. In sorrow he remembers, too, 
the many who, for lack of know- 
ing how to swim, have drowned 
in Ozark streams when he was 
not near to save them. 

For many years Rowlett has 
collected accounts of drownings 
all over the country and has 1500 
such accounts in his collection. 
He classifies them and studies 
them to discover the causes and 
determine how they might have 
been avoided. The thing that 
bothers him most is that the high- 
est loss of life is in the 5 to 14 
age bracket. He worries, though, 
not as one who can’t do anything 
about it. He is teaching the chil- 
dren along Jacks Fork to swim, 
taking them as young as 4, with 
the assurance that fewer children 
will drown in the future where he 
has his way with them, finding 
in that assurance his reward. 


The gravel pits along the shore 
are the answer to a lifesaver’s 
dream, for they provide pools of 
different depths, with water 
warmed by the sun, where the 
smallest children can be taught 
to swim without the danger that 
always lurks in the swift current. 
So to the gravel pits Rowlett 
takes the children who follow 
him from the town. In the shade 
of shrubs they strip to their bath- 
ing suits and scamper over the 
mounds of gravel to the placid 
pools. 

There are 28 children this sum- 
mer in what Rowlett calls his 
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SWIMMING HOLE ON JACKS FORK. 


classes. Last summer Rowlett 
took no children under the age of 
6, but the 6-year-olds learned so 
quickly that he became convinced 
that younger children could be 
taught. So this summer he took 
In two 4-four-olds and three 5- 
year-olds and they are justifying 
his confidence that they are not 


too young.

7 child used to the water, Row- 
lett says, is to take him on his 
back and wade into deep water, 
making play to distract his at- 
tention. It succeeds so well that 
5-year-olds beg him to carry them 
into deep water. 


Rowlett finds that girls learn to 
swim as young and as quickly as 
boys and have the advantage that, 
being more plump than boys, they 
are more buoyant, He starts his 
training of boys and girls by 
teaching them to dive. Induce- 
ments are offered in the form of

something to dive for. That was 
how he began with Keith Powell, 
one of the 4-year-olds. First it 
was a Silver dollar on the pool 
bottom. Keith went after it and 
brought it up. Then it was a 
shiney red and green toy dump 
truck’ and the boy brought that 
up. So Keith is on the way to 
becoming one of Rowlett’s star 
performers as diver and swimmer. 
In time, he may be as good as 
Jeff Williams, 6 years old, Row- 
lett’s outstanding pupil this sum- 
mer, Jeff, with freckles and 
brown eyes and chestnut hair, is a 
boy after Rowlett’s own heart, 
sharing the man’s love of the 
river, a friendly kid who builds 
bird houses and is curious about 
aquatic life and finds his greatest 
happiness in talking with Rowlett 
and rambling with him along the 
stream, 

After the diving comes the dog- 
paddle, which is the easiest stroke 
to teach a small child, but Row- 
lett has found that girls easily 
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learn to swim on their backs. 
Children should be taught in 
grade school to swim, Rowlett 
says, calling attention to the fact 
that many boys and girls gradu- 
ate from high school without hav- 
ing learned to swim and that some 
of these are drowned every sum- 


mer. Children, he says, should 
never be taken into boats with- 
out life jackets. His stuty of 
drownings has shown that more 
fishermen are drowned than 
swimmers or waders. This means, 
he thinks, that most fishermen 
are so interested in that sport that 
they don’t bother about learning 
to swim. 

When Rowlett reads in a news- 
paper that a person who drowned 
was an expert swimmer, he has 
his doubts. There are very few 
expert swimmers, according to 
his rating, and not too many who 
are even good, Ability to swim a 
short distance doesn’t make any- 
body a good swimmer, 

* * * 

VERLOADING boats is 
0 given by Rowlett as one of the 

frequent causes of drownings 
and the preference for narrow 
boats often costs the life of a 
person who may be a “good” 
swimmer but is not good enough 
to swim to shore. “If you cannot 
swim and swim well,” says Row- 
lett, “stay out of a boat until you 
have learned how to save your- 
self if it capsizes.” 

It is Rowlett’s observation that 
children who can’t swim a stroke 
are often more venturesome than 
the ones who can swim. As a 
result too often the one who needs 
most watching is watched the 
least. Most child water fatalities 
occur very near the bank. In 
most such cases a child who could 
swim a little could keep afloat 
until rescued or swim to shore. 
Even though a child can swim, 
though, it should have a life 
jacket or a safety belt because, 
as Rowlett says, life jackets and 
safety belts are cheaper than 
caskets and flowers. 

Rowlett, out of his long experi- 
ence as a life guard at resorts 
and as an assistant swimming in- 
structor in the army in 1943, has 
advice for adults who find them- 
selves in danger of drowning. 
Most important, he says, is to 
keep the arms under water and 
retain air in the lungs in aid of 
buoyancy. 

In most cases, he says, a person 
in danger of drowning raises both 
hands above the water and empties 
his lungs by yelling for help, sink- 
ing himself by doing the opposite 
to what he should do. One arm 
above the water, he says, weighs 
more than the whole body under 
water, 

Rowlett the life-saver, hero of 
the boys and girls of Eminence 
and other towns not too far from 
Jacks Fork, teaches them these 
things along with the lessons he 
gives in swimming and diving and 
teaches them also how to save 
other lives than their own when 
there is occasion, extending in 
that way the benefits of his in- 
struction. Mostly, though, his in- 
terest is in saving the lives of the 
children by teaching them how 
to swim,

There is some question whether 
South should have jumped on the 
second round or contented him- 
self with the fairly strong bid of 
three diamonds. However, South 
had properly refrained from jump- 
ing on the first round, and there- 
fore his second bid cannot be se- 
verely censured. At worst, it was 
only a slight overbid, even consid- 
ering the probable misfit of the 
North-South hands, 


The partnership was not in real 
trouble until North, having lulled 
South into a false sense of Se- 
curity by giving a preference for 
hearts instead of rebidding his 
spades, suddenly veered back into 
the high-ranking spade suit at the 
levels of five and six. South's 
five-heart bid was certainly a le 
gitimate “feeler” for a slam. There 
was no compulsion on North to 
bid again over this invitation and 
since North was none too strong 
in honor-tricks, and had no real 
fit for either of South’s red suits, 
there can be little doubt that 
North should have accepted five 
hearts as the final contract. But 
even his five-spade bid would not 
have been fatal if it had not been 
followed up by the atrocious bid 
of six spades. South's five no 
trump over five spades was, of 
course, nothing but an announce- 
ment of his inability to stand 
spades as a trump suit, and a 
doubt whether six hearts could be 
made, Thus, in plain logic, it was 
a compromise and waiting bid, 
asking North either to pass or to 
go to six hearts. As a matter of 
fact, the lay of cards being what 
it was, either action on North’s 
part would probably have had a 
good result. Six hearts could be 
made if declarer guessed the loca- 
tion of the king of diamonds, and 
the ace of clubs; five no trump 
was also makeable. The six no- 
trump contract, however, was just 
too much, even on the excellent 
lay of cards that existed.

CAMPOBELLO ISLAND, 
N.B., July 23. 

PPARENTLY Congress, in 
Asrite of the President’s appeal, 

has decided to do nothing 
about the Stratton bill to admit 
displaced persons to this country. 
But Senator Revercomb of West 
Virginia has managed to get 
through a resolution to appoint a 
committee to investigate the whole 
question of immigration—this at 
a cost not to exceed $50,000. We 
hardly need any more investiga- 
tion, since all the facts are al- 
ready well known, This is simply 
the kind of delaying tactics which 
we blame the Russians for using. 
The committee does not have to 
make any recommendations until 
March 1948. 

Instead of making a _ gesture 
which would set an example, by 
accepting this year 100,000 immi- 
grants from displaced persons’ 
camps on a quota basis, we will do 
nothing. This means one of two 
things — either the rest of the 
world also will do nothing, or the 
leadership in this matter wil! 
shift to some other nation which 
has the courage to face —_eeens 
as they are. 


* = 

TO DO NOTHING about solv- 
ing the displaced persons’ prob- 
lem this year means that we leave 
desperate people with no hope, I 
have heard rumors of a death 
march on the part of the Jews in 
European camps. Our inaction is 
the type of thing that would drive 
refugees to that kind of desperate 
action. 

Should it come about, the mem- 
bers of our Congress can have it 
on their consciences if thousands 
more of the Jewish people die. If 


Congress eventually decides that 
they have investigated sufficiently 
and that it will not hurt us to take 
in a few unfortunate people who 
have been carefully screened, then 
we will be surprised to find thaf 
the people we admit have de- 
teriorated. They will have become 
so accustomed to having someone 
look after them, that they will 
find it hard to return to indepen- 
dence, Here, again, our members 
of Congress may carry on their 
consciences the deterioration of 
these human beings. 


. « ° 

I KNOW WELL that there are 
people in this country who, for a 
number of obvious reasons are 
afraid to bring anyone in from 
the displaced persons’ camp. I 
think this fear is far more dan- 
gerous than the peaple whom we 
might bring in. We are growing 
so pusillanimoug that, in a short 
time, we will be afraid of our own 
shadows—and this is no world in 
which the fearful survive. Good 
new blood will do us no harm. We 
are suffering from fear of the un- 
known, But these people have 
seen so much that was unknown 
that they have learned how to 
accept it and stand up to it. 

Here I am, blaming Congress, 
when, after all, the blame really 
lies with ourselves. It is we who 
have not been articulate enough 
and have not educated people as 
a whole to understand that the 
displaced persons are just like our- 
selves. Only, for the moment, they 
have no country. We have not 
made people realize to the full 
what the ruin of Europe will mean 
in lowering our own standards 
of living. Again we the people 
have failed—failed ourselves and 
failed our brethren overseas.

A. The word tire is a shortened 
(aphetic) form of the word attire 
which originally meant equipment, 
ornamentation.

A. Dutch painters used to ree 
humorously to an easel as “ezel,”

lete, from caballo, “horse.” 

All these words are comparable 
with the English sawhorse which 
grotesquely resembles a horse with 
spraddied legs.
